ALASKA 


White Pass Dance Hall 
Skagway, Alaska 


In 1898 the White Pass and Yukon Railway began building the rail line from Skagway to Whitehorse. As the 
passes closed by early autumn, many of the gold seekers were trapped between the sea and the passes, wintering in Skagway 
Fourth on Spring Street. Following the first freeze of winter, the locals would flood the lot across from the Dance Hall 
providing a gathering place for outdoor skating and other winter sports. They soon organized a hockey team and with the 
railway open, they challenged other areas to a gentlemans game of hockey. A schedule was set and the only remaining 
barrier to a cultural afternoon of mayhem was financing the team’s transportation. With this thought in mind, the team’s 
fans decided to hold a fund raising shindig celebrating “The Days of *98” at the White Pass Dance Hall. 

Although gold dust was the standard of exchange for many years in Alaska, it was a difficult medium, requiring 
precise scales and anything but handy when used for “pocket change”. For the evenings admission price, the participants 
received script in 5, 10, 20 and 50 dollar denominations. This scrip could be used for gambling, drinks or any other pastime 
available. Fifteen percent of each dollar spent went to the hockey team and additional scrip could be purchased at the same 
rate inside the dance hall. 

These early notes were printed on Lamont or Hammer Safety Paper and were varied in color and design. 

The White Pass Dance Hall was torn down in 1939. All that’s left for the syngraphist are a few old notes that 
commemorate a time when gold was king in Alaska.
